Havana, Sept. 27.— Alleged details of 
the capture of Victoaia de Ibb Tunas, 
province of Santiago de Cuba, by the in- 
surgent forces, have been issued from the 
palace here. They say that after the 
Spanish troops surrendered the insur- 
gents began plundering the storeB and 
private residences and committed many 
brutal acts, not even respecting the Bis< 
tersof General Vicente Garcia, an inBur 
gent leader of the last war. An aged 
woman, named Nicolasa, iB Baid to have 
saved her life by throwing her jewelry 
to the negroes and thereby escaping. 
Continuing, the official report sayB: 

" Then commenced the horrible muti- 
lation of 84 volunteers and innocent chil- 
dren. Pedro Suarez saw his three 
sons, still boys, cut down with 
machettes, and afterwards Ramon 
Rubia saw his two sons treated 
in the same manner. A Madame Pepilo 
Santa Ana was hanged by her feet and 
burned alive. An insurgent who had 
surrendered opened his veinB. The feet 
of a guide of tho Spanish troopB were 
burned off, and a boy only 11 years of 
age wes also killed by burning his feet. 
Madame Fernando Bodano and her two 
boys were decapitated, as was a police 
inspector, Maehado Ramon Diaz, but 
the insurgents first cutoff his legs and 
then his arms. 

The widow of Dr. Trista was tortured 
by having fire applied to the lower part 
of her body, so aB to oblige her to deliver 
up her money to the insurgents. A 
Christian named Camilo was hanged by 
the wrists until dead. It is imposBiblo 
to relate the many other brutalities com- 
mitted upon women and girls. 

SURPRISED THE ALLIES. 

Great Britain's Avoidance of the Inter- 
national Sealing Net Not Looked For. 

London, Sept. 27.— Great Britain has 
not notified Russia or Japan of her in- 
tention not to take part in the sealing 
conference, and her notice to the United 
States was sent too late for the other 
three governments to change their 
arrangements. 

Inquiries at the Russian embassy here 
show that the officials were greatly sur- 
prised at Great Britain's withdrawal and 
were disposed not to believe the news. 
They said that the British foreign office 
in the discussion of the arrangement for 
the conference had never even intimated 
that dissatisfaction was experienced at 
Russia's participating in the conference. 
Apparently, the Russian officials add, 
Creat Britain realized the impossibility 
o( Russia and Japan withdrawing from 
the conference and leaving a clear Held 
for Great Britain and the United StateB. 

The departure of Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, the British ambassador to the 
United States, and one of Great Britain's 
representatives at the sealing conference, 
has been postponed until Cctober 2(5, 
which would make him arrivo in the 
United States too late for the sealing de- 
liberations. Sineo Creat Britain has 
decided to withdraw from further dis- 
cussion of the scaling question, he has 



not replied to Secretary Sherman'B des 
patch on the subject, and it is not ex 
pected that he will make an answer 
to it. 

A DISAPPOINTED GIRL. 

After Killing Two People to Obtain a Mar 
riage Portion She Must Spend* Her 
Life in Prison. 

London, Sept. 22.— A despatch from 
Paris says that Juliette Capronnir has 
just been sentenced to imprisonment for 
life, and her mother for ten years 
Mother and daughter were alleged to 
have been connected with a series of ex- 
traordinary murders. Juliette desiring 
a dot for the purpose of marrying visited 
her aunt at Brest and a former employer 
at Beauvais. After rendering them un- 
conscious by administering morphine 
she strangled them with napkins. She 
succeeded in getting from her victims 
money, bondB and jewelry. When the 
prisoner entered the dock , Bhe in a child- 
like manner confessed the murders, giv 
ing an account of the revolting details 
Her mother was prosecuted for conceal- 
ing stolen goods. The defence of the 
daughter was insanity. Both mother 
and daughter were attacked by a mob 
they were leaving the court-room. 



WILLIAM'S DIVINE RIGHT. 

A People's Party Leader Disputes It and 
Demands a Change in Conditions. 

Berlin, Sept. 27. — The Bpeech of Herr 
Haussmann, leader of the South German 
people's party, at Manheim early in the 
week, has caused excitement in political 
circles. HausBmann reviewed the actions 
of the reichstag, and the government 
during the last two years, and waB par- 
ticularly outspoken in condemning Wil- 
liam's utterances and views of politics. 
Satirizing the Emperor's divine right 
speech, recently delivered at Coblentz, 
Herr Haussmann said: "We are not 
afraid of a coup d' etat. German citi- 
zens know their strength. Nobody can 
withstand the will of the nation, neither 
man, minister nor Emperor. Nobody is 
able to cruBh that will. German spirit 
is not controlled by cannons but by 
thoughts, anditwon'tbe squelched under 
the pickle haube. ThingB cannot con- 
tinue much longer as at present. For 
the good of Germany there muBt needs 
come a change for the better."

TO AID SHIPBUILDING. 

Regulations Defining the Drawbacks in Cus 
torus Duty Recently Authorized. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Sept. 27. — Collectors of cus- 
toms have been notified that an order 
in-council has been passed defining the 
new regulations respecting the payment 
of a drawback on materials used in the 
construction of ships and vessels in 
Canada. Tho drawback may be granted 
by the minister of customs on materials 
used in the construction of ships or ves- 
sels built and registered in Canada, or 
built and exported from Canada at the 
rate of $1.15 per registered ton on iron 
kneed ships or vessels classed for 15 
years; S5 cents if classed for nine 
years ; 75 cents if classed for seven years ; 
(Jo cents on all ships or vessels not iron 
kneetl, and all ships or vessels iron 
kneed and not classed ; provided always 
that tho amount of drawback paid on 
ships or vessels shall not exceed the 
actual duty on the material used in the 
construction of tho same. Application 
for the drawback must be made within 
six months of the date of registration.

MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell's Trip— The Yukon 
Administrator— Rat Portage 
Mine Sold. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 27. — Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell left on to-night's train in com- 
pany with Sir Charles Tuppor and will 
accompany that gentleman to tho Koo- 
tenay, where he will look over the 
mines. From there they will go to 
Vancouver, where he will visit his son, 
the collector of customs, thence return- 
ing to Calgary, where he will transact 
some business of a private nature. He 
will be in the West, he expects, about a 
month. Sir Charles Tupper, Sir Mac- 
kenzie Bowell and Hon. Hugh John 
Macdonald all give emphatic denials to 
the report that Sir Charles is to retire 
from the leadership. 

John Macbeth, formerly member of 
the Manitoba legislature for Ktldonan, 
died at dinner yesterday. 

Major Walsh, administrator of the 
Yukon, arrived from the EaBt yester- 
day. He eaya it is a question whether 
his party will be able to reach Klondyke 
this year, but they will make the at- 
tempt. 

James Gates was killed on Saturday 
by the accidental discharge of a gun ho 
witB carrying with him in a buckboard 
while hunting chickens. 

The Monarch gold mining property at 
Rat Portage has been sold to Toronto 
parties for $25,000. 

AGAINST HUDSON'S BAY. 

The Government Expedition Do Not Seem to 
Favor the Proposed Grain Rou.e. 

St. John's, Nfld., Sept. 27.— The Cana- 
dian government expedition to Hudson 
Bay, who returned here on their steamer 
the Diana, report unfavorably upon the 
commercial value of Hudson Bay as a 
steamship route, owing to fogs, Bhoals, 
iceberg, etc. Tho expedition will return 
to the bay this week to make a final run 
through the Btrait to determine exactly 
when navigation cloBes. 

The expedition made Bix passages 
through Hudson Btrait, visited Cumber- 
land sound; explored the coast of Baflin- 
land nnd discovered a Inree lake in the 
interior; surveyed tne south shore of 
Hudson btrait, and steamed 30 mileB up 
Ungava river, reaching Fort Chimo.

Washington, Sept. 27.— Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, is 
expected to return here from his London 
trip about October 15, notwithstanding 
reports that he would not be back in 
time for the Behring eea conference. 
The Btaff of the British embassy, now at 
Manchester-by-the-sea ; will return next 
week, and according to present plana tho 
the entire British representative will be 
here when the Beal conference is held, 
With the return of Sir Julian it is be- 
ieved that steps will be taken by the 
British authorities to negotiate recipro- 
city treaties under the new tariff laws 
between the United States and the Brit- 
sh American colonies, Word reaches 
here that Sir Augustus Hemming, the 
Governor-General of British Guiana, haa 
urged the authoritiea at London to effect 
reciprocity arrangeroentB with the Unit- 
ed StateB, and in support of this the 
legislature of the colony has adopted a 
resolution as followB ; 

"That His Excellency the Governor- 
General bo respectfully requested to 
cause inquiries to be made in connection 
with the reciprocity clause in the new 
tariff bill of the United States as to 
the expediency of entering into auy 
arrangements which will assure the ad- 
mission of the sugar product of thia 
olony on the most favorable terms." 
It was urged in support of this resolu- 
tion that the sugar industry of the col- 
ony was dependent on the United States 
market, which takes 71 per cent, of the 
entire product. Sir Cavendish Boyle, 
the colonial secretary, said this view has 
been presented to Mr. Chamberlain, and 
that it was expected the British 
representatives at Washington would 
asked to look after the in- 
terests of British Colonies in 
this particular. A reciprocity treaty 
would permit a reduction of duty 
on the sugar of Guiana of about 33 cents 
per 100 pounds. Under the British 
colony system, all treaties in behalf of 
the colonies must be made by the Im- 
perial government, 

It is helieved that if the reciprocity 
negotiations are begun in behalf of Brit- 
ish Guiana and other southern colonies 
it will lead to some negotiations for 
Canada, where the Liberal ministry iB 
favorable to reciprocity. 

" STRIKES DON'T PAY." 

Even the General Sympathy With the Coal 
Miners Did Not Win Their 
Cause. 

Chicago, Sept. 27.— About two hun- 
dred representatives of various labor or- 
ganizations were present in Orpheua 
hall, in the Schiller building, to-day, to 
attend the national labor conference 
called by the St. Louis labor convention. 
Many organizations affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor were re- 
presented, but these delegates said they 
were not there in an official capacity. 
President E. V. Debs, of the Social 
Democracy, was called to the platform, 
and explained the object of the confer- 
ence. He appealed to the representa- 
tives of all labor organizations to work 
together toward the amelioration of the 
present condition of the laboring classes. 

"Strikes don't pay," Baid Mr. Debs; 
" all strikes are loBt. They are UBeless. 
They are caused by the employing 
classes. When capitalists get ready for 
a strike, they provide them, knowing 
well their cauBe is won before the con- 
flict is begun. The various labor unionB 
of this country have all they can do to 
take care of their own men. 

"Never was this better exemplified 
than in the recent miners' strike. Never 
in my experience have I seen a strike 
which had the sympathy of the public, 
and even of part of the employing 
classes, as that one did, and yet when an 
appeal was made for financial aid, leEa 
than seven cents per striking miner was 
received." 



AS IT IS IN ENGLAND. 

One of the Promiscuous Taxes That Flour- 
ishes Under Free Trade. 

London, Sept. 27. — Yachting circles 
here are in a flutter over the inland rev- 
enue authorities summoning the secre- 
tary of the Royal Mersey Yacht Club for 
using the club's flag on tho official sta- 
tionery. The magistrates decided that 
the burgee of the club, as embossed on 
its notepaper, constituted armorial bear- 
ings, and imposed a nominal fine. Thia 
is the first case of the kind and it will be 
carried to the highest courts, not only by 
the yacht clubs but by the cricket and 
liic.vcle clubs. Even boys displaying the 
devices of their schools on their caps are 
liable under this ruling to pay an inland 
revenue fee. 



• ABERDEEN'S SUCCESSOR. 

Baron Ashbourne Mentioned as the Next 
Governor-General. 

London, Sept. 27. — A Dublin dispatch 
says it is reported on the highest auth- 
ority that Baron Edward Gibson Abh- 
bourno, Lord Chancellor of Ireland, will 
soon succeed the Earl of Aberdeen as 
Governor-General of Canada.

The little Welshman had the ad- 
vantage of having the best pace-makers. 
Lesna's aextuplets seemed to be too un-

When the contestants lined up the 
little Welshman looked a pigmy in com- 
parison to his Swiss opponent, hut each 
of them was trained to the hour. At 
the crack of the pistol Michael jumped 
off in the lead and got the pole right be- 
hind liis quint, which after the first lap 
retired in favor of a quad, which style of 
machine seemed to be Michael's, favorite 
during the nice. 

From the start to tho finish the race 
was a procession, of which Michael 
led tho way.

The United States Authorities Now at Pains 
to Have Tills Understood. 

Maorid, Sept. 27.— The United States 
minister, General Stewart L. Woodford, 
paid a visit of courtesy this morning to 
the Spanish Premier, General Azcarraga. 
Some newspapers of this city allege that 
General Woodford has said in inter- 
views with their representatives that the 
negotiations between the United States 
and Spain on the subject of Cuba have 
not begun, and that he has only had a 
pleasant chat with the minister of for- 
eign afiVirs. The General is quoted as 
having added that he found the Duke of 
Tetuan to bo a most amiable man, and 
that no ultimatum to Spain was deliv- 
ered, as that country would not put up 
with it, while the intention of the Un- 
ited States ia only to oiler its good offices 
in tho most friendly terms. 

Secretary Sherman, still according to 
interviews in Spanish papers, desires a 
prompt solution of the Cuban question 
by November at the latest as he fears 
tho jiagoeB will make themselves heard 
on the reassembling of congress. 
Finally it is alleged that General Wood- 
ford has said that in the event of com- 
plete accord being established between 
Spain and the United States, the latter 
will take measures to Bunpress filibus- 
tering. 

Wa&hdjqton, Sept, 27. — The adminis- 
tration has iiad under consideration for 
some time the propriety of making 
public the text of the letter presented to 
the Duke of Tetuan, the Spanish minis- 
ter of foreign affairs, by Minister Wood- 
ford, in which ho outlined the United 
States government's views with refer- 
ence to the Cuban situation. It was 
proposed to do thia because of tho incor- 
rect anil sensational reports that had 
boon circulated. It has been deemed 
expedient by the President, however, to 
withhold the letter from the public for 
the present, presumably out of respect 
to tho wishes of the Spanish government.

This has been exceeded by the Lucania, 
22.1, and the Campania, 21. 8S ; but it is 
of note that the ICaiser Wilhelm made 
her astonishing record on her maiden 
voyage.

A Quiet Day With Somewhat Easier Tone 
and Stock Values Higher, 

New Yokk, Sep'. 22. — The stock market 
to-day showed a very marked falling oil' in 
activity, the total sales of stocks reaching 
only 370,000 shares. The diminished activ- 
ity was in part due to the observance of the 
Jewish New Year holiday by many brokers 
and operators, but there was besides a dis- 
position on the part of many large interests 
which have recently been active in the mar- 
ket to stand aside lor the time being 
and allow prices to take their own 
course. Tho professional element, who 
have now generally espoused the hear side, 
were not active to-day. Prices rose after 
the opening in sympathy with the quota- 
tions received from London, anil there was 
buying also for London account here. 
Later some traders professed to be dis- 
appointed at the size of the increase shown 
in tho August gross earnings of Omaha, 
and that stock was sold down sharply. 
The decrease in the freight tonnage shipped 
eastward from Chicago last week was 
also used as an argument for a 
depression in prices. Jtock Island 
was ono of the stocks under 
special pressure. The markets received a 
blow at Saturday's close under these in- 
fluences, the decline in Rock Island ex- 
tending to but onlv to fractional 
amounts in other stocks. The tone of the 
market was somewhat easier to-day, but 
owing to the lack of animation in the stock 
market, there was little done. The fore- 
closure sale of the Southern Pacific and 
the withdrawal of thirty millions or even 
40 millions which it will necessitate, is a 
matter that looms in the perspective of the 
money market situation. 

The evening Post says: " The stock mar- 
ket to-day demonstrated the new condition 
which has resulted from the declines of 
last week, in that it was far more sensitive 
and responsive to the current news devel- 
opments of the hour than when more un- 
der the domination of the outside public. 
Stock values were higher as a result of I lie 
day's net chances. The day's business was 
noticeably smaller than in recent weeks, a 
fact accounted for in some quarters by the 
occurrence of the Jewish holiday. The 
market closed firm." 

The Evening Post's financial cable from 
London says: Americas opened dull on 
the New York lead anil then rallied to over 
the parity on German buying. Then New- 
York sold this afternoon, notably Atchison 
adjustments, and juices were steady at the 
close. Big options fall due to-morrow on 
Louisville and others, and inasmuch as pro- 
fits secured some time ago on these shares 
will not have to he taken in, they will he 
probably less scarce for delivery than at 
last account.

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NEWS OF THE PROVINCE 



Vancouver Liberals Have a Diller- 
eiiL-e of Opinion About That 
Provincial Convention. 

Further Bad News from the North- 
ern Trails— Ilosslunil and 
the Smelter. 



(Special to the Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Sept. 27. — The steamer 
Coquitlam arrived from Skauway on 
Sunday. No fresh news of importance 
came down except that a report was car- 
ried over the SkBgway trail that Dawson 
City had been burned. Snow and dead 
horses block the trail. The water is very 
high at I?!ui£wa3' river, anil the bridges 
across the river had been carried away. 
■The passengers draw a doleful picture of 
the condition of allairs on the trail, and 
Bay that all those who have enough 
money to bring them hack will come 
soon. 

Ex-Aid. Betbune will oppose Ex-Aid. 
Brown for the alderman ic seat made 
vacant by the death of Aid. Coldwell. 

About fifty gentlemen met on Satur- 
day night for the purpose of electing 
delegates to the Liberal convention to 
beheld at New Westminster on October 
8. Mr. E\ P. Davis, Q.C., was chair- 
man, and Mr. J. H. Kerr secretary. 

The chairman having stated the object 
of the meeting. Mayor Templeton was 
quickly on his feet, in opposition to any 
such convention being held. He did 
not know for a certainty whence the idea 
had emanated, but it seemed to have ac- 
quired much forcein Victoria, lie certain- 
ly thought the gentlemen there hail made 
a mistake. The province was on the eve 
of a provincial contest, and bethought 
those present would bear him out in 
stating thai they did not wish to mix up 
Dominion issues in that struggle. He 
did not think the convention proposed 
would be of any benefit to Liberalism in 
the province. He therefore moved, "That 
in the opinion of this meeting the time 
is notopportune for holding a convention 
on account of the near approach of the 
provincial elections." Mr, R. Mac- 
pheraon, M.P.P., seconded the motion. 
It would not be in the interest of the 
Liberal party that the next provincial 
election Bhould be fought on parly lines. 

Mr. G. R. Maxwell, M.P., said there 
seemed to be something curious about 
this so-called convention. Two gentle- 
men in Kamloops took it upon them- 
selves to send out circulars asking for 
opinions as to the advisability of such 
a convention being held. They got a 
considerable number of replies from the | 
Upper country, but very few from the 
Coast, When he was atJKamloops re- 
cently he discussed the matter with the 
secretary, who sent out the circulars, 
who gave him his word that the conven- 
tion would go no further. Mr. Temple- 
man had practically assumed the liberty 
of calling the convention. There was a 
conllict of parties already. 

Mr. Senkler moved an amendment to 
Mayor Templeton'a motion to the effect 
that the meeting proceed to elect dele- 
gates. Mr. F. Burnett seconded this. 

Mr. McLagan said that in the matter 
of provincial politics he would not sub- 
mit to be led b*y any man whose name 
had been bo far mentioned. He was 
willing to support men of honesty and 
probity. He went on to declare that 
Mr. Bennett, wliose name appears on 
one of the circulars regarding the con- 
vention, was for vears a deep-dyed 
Tory. 

The chairman suggf-'sted that it would 
not advance the interests of Liberalism 
in t tie province by their meeting there 
and saying hard tilings of Liberals in 
other parts of the province. Every man 
had a right to change his politics. A 
great many in this province and in that 
room had done so. "Gentlemen, we 
are here to act as a party, and if we can- 
not act in unison, what chance have 
we?" 

Mr. J. N. Menzies said that if party 
politics were introduced into the pro- 
vincial campaign the whole province 
would go Conservative. "Where," hfi 
exclaimed, " would the Liberals be? 
We would not have the ghost of a show. 
There would be only two Liberals on 
the west side of the Cascades in the 
Victoria house. What effect would that 
have on the Dominion campaign? It 
would be a terrible thing for us to face. 
I think the people who are calling this 
convention in t ho interests of Liberalism 
have not figured out what it would coat 
the party." 

Aid. McQueen did not think they 
would have provincial politics on satis- 
factory lines until they got down to 
straight party lines. Secretary Ken' 
said the convention would be held, 
whether Vancouver was represented or 
not, and the city should not he left out in 
the cold. By all means let them get to- 
gether and talk over matters and come 
to some decision, for it was badly need- 
ed. Mr. J. M. O'Brien took exception 
to the circular sent out by Mr. W. Tem- 
pleman. 

Alter some discussion on this point, 
Mr. McLagan complained that, though 
he was the oldeBt Liberal in the room, 
he had not been advised of these cir- 
culars, direct Iv or indirectly. He had 
corresponded " with many prominent 
people, but had not yet heard from 
one that the next election should be 
run on party lines; in fact, the opposite 
had been the case. 

The Chairman said it seemed to him 
that a convention was necessary, and 
that thev should organize at once a 
Provincial Liberal Association. 

Mr. Maxwell said that so far as he 
was concerned he would not recognize 
the convention or be bound by it In any 
shape or form. He went on to sny that 
he represented 000 or 700 Conservative a 
in the city, and it would be suicidal for 
him to have any connection with the 
convention at the present time. Talk 
as they like about Liberalism here, Lib- 
eralism as an issue was at a discount in 
Vancouver. 

Mr. Senkler's amendment was then 
carried by 25 votes to 21. A gentleman 
whose name could not be obtained there- 
upon cried: "You are going to ruin 
your party," and after a iew more re- 
maiks ho'left the room. The election of 
thirty delegates was then proceeded 
with, Mr. Maxwell and Mayor Temple- 
ton refusing nomination. 



Rossland is received here with great 
satisfaction, especially as that company 
does not evince a desire to fight Mr.

There is reason to believe that an 
enormous smelter will shortly be estab- 
lished at Robson. It will he used chielly 
for the reduction of Centre Star ore. 
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Deep Sea Steamships Cause a Sea- 
son of Great Activity at the 
Outer Wharf. 



The "Tacoma" Sustained no Dam 
agea From Her Contact With 
the Mud Last Week. 



Within four hours a fleet of as many 
ships going to and coming from the 
South, East, North and West gathered 
at the outer wharf Sunday morning, and 
for a time made things lively and inter- 
esting. The tirst to arrive was the 
Northern Pacific steamship Tacoma, on 
her way to China and Japan. Then 
came the Umatilla from California; and 
iuBide of a few minutes later the City of 
Topeka from Alaska, and the Islander 
on her way to Vancouver, lined up at 
the wharf. The picture which the four 
presented was certainly an impressive 
one, and even though seen in the dark, 
gave the passengers a very favorable im- [ 
pression of Victoria's shipping. By the 
Umatilla not so many arrived as have 
been coming on each of the 'Frisco 
liners for months ; but for all the passen- 
ger list totalled up 102 names, of which 
39 came under the heading of Victoria. 
As freight this California ship brought 
103 tons for Victoria. She was 
in till about -1 o'clock. The Btay of the 
Alaskan boat was much shorter and her 
business in port considerably less. Hav- 
ing left the north behind the City of 
Seattle, she brought very little late 
news. She had fifty passengers, of whom 
only two hailed from Skagway, nearly 
all her crowd being Juneau and Sitka 
citizens. She brought no gold dust and 
her Alaskan mail included nothing 
whatever from the absent sealers. The 
Tacoma remained in port until 10 
o'clock on Sunday night, while theother 
members of thequaitette only remain- 
ed at the dock during the loading of a 
small freight for Vancouver. Later in 
the day — on Sunday evening — the Walla 
Walla, bound south, was in, but received 
nothing other than passengers, of whom 
a list was given in Sunday's issue; and 
yesterday saw but the one deep sea ar- 
rival. She, the former Puget-Sound- 
Central American liuer Amarapoora — 
only called to take on a pilot and then 
passed on to Comox to coal, prepartory 
to loading lumber at Moodyville for 
Australia. 

MARINE NOTES. 

A diver examined the bottom of the 
Northern Pacific steamship Tacoma in 
port on Sunday and found that the ves- 
sel had sustained no damage whatever in 
grounding after leaving Tacoma harbjr 
on Saturday. That part of the hull 
whereon she rested bore a few clay 
marks but otherwise looked none the 
worse. 

The launch Ethel M., which has been 
engaged in the fishing business at Point 
Roberts during the past summer, came 
over from the American side yesterday 
and will lay up for the winter. 

The Bteamer City of Seattle sails for 
the North on Thursday, following the 
City of Topeka, which leaves the day 
previous. 

The stevedoring firm of Cates A Mc- 
Dermott, which has been doing business 
in British Columbia for years, dissolve 
to-day. 

The Northern Pacific steamship Olym- 
pia reached Yokohama from Victoria on 
Saturday last.

mental officers. In order that there may 
be no misconception about what we are 
saying, we wish it to be distinctly un- 
derstood that we are not Bpeaking with 
the authority of the government or any 
member of it, but are giving only the 
result of our own observations. 

One of the eft'ecta of the system in 
force in this Province is that it throws 
too many details upon the ministers. It 
is a fact, which one can see for himself, 
that the four salaried provincial minis- 
ters do work that iu other provincea 
is done by chief clerks or deputy 
ministers. AVe venture to Bay that they 
attend to details as the members of no 
other provincial government do, and 
we believe that this close applica- 
tion to the routine work of their offices, 
though at present necessary, is not 
really best for the interests of the prov- 
ince. We believe that in the near 
future it will be found advisable for the 
provincial ministers to recast their plan 
of departmental work, so that they may 
have more time to move about the prov- 
ince and become familiar by personal 
observation with the requirements of 
the people. 

The satisfactory condition of the pub- 
lic servico counts for more in public 
opinion than the clamor of a few people, 
whose Bole ground of complaint is that 
they are not able to feed at the public 
crib. There is at least one conspicuous 
illustration in this province of a public 
man and journalist, who waB ready and 
willing to swallow all tho sins of omis- 
sion, all the sins of commission, all the 
the botchea and all the jobs, that the 
most ingenious opponent can lay to the 
charge of the administration, provided 
he could get a cabinet office. From the 
assaults of such opponents a government 
has little to fear, especially when it is 
entrenched behind a record of successful 
administration. 



THE ADMINISTRATION 

OF PROVINCIAL AFFAIRS. 

The administration of public affairs in 
this province is proceeding with a 
smoothness that must be highly gratify- 
ing to the great majority of the people. 
An effort is being made by a section of 
the press t) make it appear that pro- 
found dissatisfaction exists, but such 
papers do not even deceive themselves, 
not to apeak of anyone else. So hollow 
are the attacks made upon the govern- 
ment that one is led to think the critics 
must be at fault, for it seems hardly 
credible that the very difficult task of 
conducting the business of a province 
like British Columbia could be carried 
on with so little friction and bo 
little real complaint. But the more 
intimately acquainted one becomes 
with the manner in which the adminis- 
tration of affairs is conducted, the more 
impressed is he with the diligence, in- 
dustry, good faith and, on the whole, 
excellent judgment exhibited, not only 
by the heads of the departments, but by 
the whole civil service. Year after year 
passes without anything approaching a 
scandal, without a case of misappropria- 
tion of public funds, without a single 
grave dereliction of duty or a serious 
mistake. We claim that this argues 
well for the administrative ability of the 
gentlemen who are at the head of affairs. 
We are not now referring to broad 
matters of policy, but to the gen- 
eral routine of the public business, 
and the reference is called out by the 
fact that the so-called Opposition plat- 
form contemplates a general overturn in 
the civil service. 

The province of British Columbia is in 
one respect different from the other 
provinces of Canada. In the others 
municipal organizations of various kinds 
relieve the provincial authorities of 
a vast amount of work which here de- 
volves upon the government. Take the 
matter of education. In the other prov- 
inces there are laws which direct the 
Board of Education to do such and such 
things with the public money, when the 
school districts, or whatever name 
they are called, do something on their 
part. The government has nothing to 
do with the matter except to seo that 
the Board of Education doea its duty. If 
a district wants a school house or a 
teacher, it makes ita own arrangements, 
knowing that it will be entitled to pub- 
lic aid to a certain extent and under cer- 
tain conditions. In most partB of thia 
province the schools are administered 
directly from the department, and the 
Minister of Education is responsible. So 
as to roada; the municipalities in the 
other provinces either wholly or in part 
provide for these. In other provinces 
while the administration of jtiBtice is 
under the control of the Attorneys-Gec- 
eral the actual work in the very great 
majority of cases is done by mun- 
icipal oflicera without reference to him. 
In more ways than could conveniently 
be mentioned in a newspaper article the 
government of British Columbia is 

ouvht moro closely into touch with 
the people than are the governments of 
fie other provinces. 

This system is the result ol tho sparsely 
settled condition of the province. It has 
been practically impossible to arrange a 
system of county or township govern- 
ment for the whole province ; but we are 
of tho opinion that before very long 
" something of the kind will have to bo 
undertaken for all the more populous 
districts, or otherwise there will be a 
maaa of detail to be attended to by the 
government which will be beyond 
what can be dealt with satisfac- 
torily without more than one increase 



to was to quote Mr. Templeton'a lan- 
guage as reported in the Miner. 

Having delivered himself of the above 
ratification of the Miner's report, Mr. 
Templetondevoted nearly a column to the 
matter, but no where did he say or even 
hint that Mr. Cotton was not pledged ub 
Btateu in the Miner. On the contrary, 
he said : 

Well, I said, moreover, Mr. Cotton is 
not free to enter the Cabinet. We have 
his written agreement, which practically 
tiea him, and prevents him from pursu- 
ing any such course. 

Then follows a very weak reference to 
a pledgo signed by Mr. Cotton on May 9, 
1891, and Mr. Templeton innocently goes 
on, after a lot of explanation which ex- 
plains nothing, to say that he cannot 
conceive why the Nelson Miner's report 
should "be intended to mean more than 
it conveys." Wo submit that it has not 
been used by any one as convey- 
ing any more than it conveys, 
or any more than Mr. Templeton's 
statement, mado under the coaching of 
the News-Advertiser, conveys. We also 
submit that, if thia pledge was ol the 
nature it is now represented to he, that 
is, a mere general pledge of opposition, 
the demand, made by the Times of this 
city and above quoted, is absolutely in- 
explicable. 

We further submit that if Mr. Cotton 
was bound by any agreement made in 
1894, not to enter the present govern- 
ment, ho has shown himself to bo a hun- 
dred times more disloyal than we ever 
imagined he could be. For his own 
political credit we hoped that the date of 
the option was some time in 1S97. We 
say that if Mr. Cotton has been bound 
during the whole of the present year by 
a pledge, which he understood and 
which his associates understood pre- 
vented him from entering the ministry 
or doing anything that would contribute 
to itB support, he is the most extraordin- 
ary sample of a public man that ever oc- 
cupied a seat in ft legislature. 



THE TEMPLETON OPTION. 

On September 11 the following ap- 
peared in the Nelson Tribune, being a 
portion of an interview with Mayor 
Templeton, of Vancouver: 

" What do you think of the state- 
ments that Mr. Cotton io going to join 
tho Cabinet?" was asked by tlie inter- 
viewer. 

" I do not think it likely," replied 
Mr. Templeton. " Mr. Cotton could not 
be re-elected in Vancouver again, and 
he is under a written promise, which is 
in my possession, that he will not go 
into coalition with the present govern- 
ment without the consent of the party." 

Commenting upon thiB, the Daily 
Times of this city said on the 10th inst. : 

Assuming that Mr. Templeton has 
been correctly reported, representative* 
in the legislature who have been asso- 
ciated in opposition with the member 
for Vancouver must feel that they have 
occupied a humiliating position. Or 
were they "the party" whose consent 
was to be obtained before Mr. Cotton 
could coaleace with the Turner govern- 
ment? If so, they were cognizant of the 
existence of such a pledge, the existence 
of which would indicate a suspicion that 
the member for Vancouver had at one 
time entertained the idea of going over 
to the government. In view of the 
recent utterances of the Colonist, 
which were understood to hint at a 
modus vivendi between Mr. Cotton and 
the government, the startling statement 
of the Mayor of Vancouver will deepen 
the interest in the political game. 
Necessarily, Mr. Cotton will be expected 
to explain why such a pledge was exacted 
from him. 

To this very reasonable and very mod- 
erate atatement of the case, neither Mr, 
Cotton nor his newspaper, the News- 
Advertiser, vouchsafed a word of reply, 
but permitted it to go on record, and be 
spread from one end of the province to 
the other that Mr. Templeton held Mr. 
Cotton's political future in his pocket. 
We venture to say that no more damag- 
ing statement was ever made against a 
public man, that is, speaking politically, 
of course, and that Mr. Cotton remained 
Bilent under it, for fifteen days after it 
waB made public and for eleven days 
after his co-worker in opposition called 
on him to explain it, is as damaging to hie 
political reputation as tho statement 
itaelf. 

On Sunday, the 20th inst., there ap- 
peared in the News-Advertiser a col- 
umn and a half interview with Mr. Tem- 
pleton and a short editorial purporting 
to deal with this matter. Both deserve 
a place among the curiosities of political 
literature. To understand the matter 
properly it is necessary to bear in mind 
tliat tho Nelson Miner, in which the 
statement of Mr. Templeton appeared, 
was, and is, the most aggressive of tho 
opposition weekly papers. When asked 
about the Miner's remarks, Mr. Temple- 
ton said : 

I did not see the report until long after 
we left Nelson, or else I would have re- 
turned and spoken to the reporter again. 

We note that Mr. Templeton here 
does not pretend to deny the substantial 
accuracy of the Miner interview, but, on 
the contrary, must be taken in using 
these words to endorse it as correct. 
Therefore the Times of this city was whol- 
ly justified in calling on him for an ex- 
planation, and the papers supporting 
the government were warranted in their 
comments. It also shows the absolute 
falsity of the following statement made 
by the News- Advertiser in regard to the 
last named papers : 

They fastened with avidity on an item 
in a brief report of an interview in a 
Nelson paper with Mr. Templeton dui« 
ing his recent visit to that city, and from 
it constructed a most wonderful piece of 
fiction. 

Wo aay this is wholly untrue because 
all that was done by the papers referred 




whelming majority of Liberals through- 
out tho province ignore the effortB of an 
insignificant few to magnify their own 
importance and boom their minority 
views and discredited friends. 

We want no packed convention; no 
cut-and-dried resolutions ; no cats paw 
play for a few ambitious schemerB; no 
farce to bring ridicule and shame on the 
Liberal party. 

Tin; letter from the Jubilee hospital 
commissioners, which was read at the 
city council last night, ia not calculated 
to increase public confidence in the 
management of that institution. The 
matter has now reached such a stage 
that the public have a right to demand, 
what should have been voluntarily 
given in the first place, an open investi- 
gation by Bworn testimony, to be pub- 
lished, of the whole business from begin- 
ning to end. It is difficult to see on 
what grounds bucIi an inquiry can be 
any longer withheld. 



A FAMILY QUARREL. 

No one will be found to deny that the 
Nanaimo Review is a staunch Liberal 
paper anil, we are sorry to say, opposed 
to the local government. For this rea- 
son its views on the proposal to run 
Provincial polities on Dominion lines 
aro especially interesting. It begins a 
long article in its last issue by declaring 
that the movement had its origin in a 
" certain limited section of the Liberal 
press of British Columbia," but aayB 
that it fell very flat. We quote : 

Fortunately, however, the better judg- 
ment both of Liberals and provincial 
oppositionists was against the calling of 
such a convention. So pronounced, in- 
deed, did adverse opinion become, that 
these self-appointed conveners were 
compelled to belie their former preach- 
ings and claim that tho proposed con- 
vention had nothing whatever to do 
with provincial politics. Assurances to 
this effect, however, notwithstanding 
that they are now frequently and voci- 
ferously made, are devoid of an atom of 
truth, and are only published in the 
iiope that the bold ami blatant denial 
will deceive a portion of the public who 
are not aware of the earlier manipula- 
tions. 

The Review then goea on to declare 
that it would like to see an opposition 
meeting held, but believes such a con- 
vention as is proposed will cause divis- 
ion and distrust. For this opinion it 
gives the following reasons, which will 
be very interesting reading to the pro- 
moters of the convention: 

Even if we credit tho statement that 
the proposed meeting has no provincial 
significance — a statement which we have 
documentary evidence to prove iB a false- 
hood—the convention is no more satis- 
factory. For a Liberal convention, as 
regards federal politics, at this juncture 
is quite unnecessary; in fact, we have 
neither read or heard of any reason be- 
ing advanced for itB call. 

The Review then proceeds to let out 
s ime of the inner hiatory of the move- 
ment which we reprint to let our Liberal 
readers know the views held by one of 
the ablest papers supporting their party, 
and incidentally to establish once more 
the unreliability of the Times, which 
stated a few days ago that the Vancouver 
World is tho only Liberal paper that is 
opposed to the convention. 

But tho public have not only been 
denied any excuse for the convention — 
they are left absolutely in the dark as to 
the personalty of tho" conveners. It is 
true that the Liberal representatives tor 
the province at Ottawa were requested 
to call the convention, but it is equally 
true that the majority of them strongly 
advised against the move and have re- 
fused to countenance it. We know of 
no representative body of Liberals father- 
ing the convention. Tho Kamloops 
Liberal Association, reflecting the nerve 
and energy of Editor Deane, of flunky 
fame, and well known here aB a sup- 
porter of Hon. Theo. Davie in the last 
campaign, and the insulter of Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier and his entertainers while 
in thia city, has been busy in this mat- 
ter, but the zeal of Editor Dean and this 
association is open to ready comment as 
unsatisfactory for many glaring reasons. 
Apart from this doubtful and sickly pa- 
rentage, we know of none. Has no one 
connected with it tho honesty or courage 
to father the puny thine. Is no prom- 
inent. Ll'._.al openly identified with it? 
li there is, who is he? Ilaa Hewitt Ros- 
tock, M.P., taken upon himself the duty 
of calling it; or has it been done by 
William Templeman, Esq., or Dr. Walk- 
em, M.P.P.? Tho public and tho Lib- 
eral party have ft right to know with 
whom they are dealing and what parties 
are endeavoring to secure a veiled pur- 
pose through this bastard convention. 

We therefore ask on whose authority, 
at whose request and for what purpose 
is the convention called? These are 
questions that should be clearly answer- 
ed before any Liberal ia warranted in 
recognizing it. So long as there re- 
mains this suspicious silence on these 
points, we aro pleased to note tho com- 
plete indifference with which the over-

But speaking of 
object lessons, things look as though we 
may have one of our own very Boon in 
the Liberal ranks.

From Granite Creek cornea news of 
how a plucky woman, Mrs. Thomas 
Rabbitt, in defence of her honor Bhot 
and killed a man who had attacked her. 
It was on the afternoon of Saturday the 
18th inst., that the shooting took place, 
and though Mra. Rabbitt is now under 
arrest and will be tried at the assizes at 
amloops on October -1, there seema not 
the least doubt, as far as can be gathered 
from the story of the tragedy, that she 
will be fully acquitted on the ground of 
justifiable homicide. 

According to the story as told at the 
inquest, Mrs. Rabbitt is the wife of 
a well known merchant at Slate Creek, 
near Granite Creek. While out in the 
garden she was attacked by James Ham- 
ilton, a mining man, who had previously 
annoyed her by his unwelcome atten- 
tions. Enraged at Mrs. Rabbitt's re- 
fusal to have anything to do with him, 
Hamilton, a large, muscular man, 
seized her and tried to assault her. The 
woman screamed for help and 
luckily attfacted the attention of 
a Mr. Kile, who promptly 
came to the rescue. Mrs. Rabbitt 
seeing him coming ehouted again to him 
and Hamilton letting her go went away. 
Mrs. Rabbitt rushed into the house and 
picking up a -15 calibre Winchester rifle 
went outside again, where she met Kile 
and told him the Btory. 

While Bhe waa speaking Hamilton 
was seen returning. In spite of Mrs. 
Rabbitt's warnings he continued to ad- 
vance, and picking up a stone made 
straight towards the woman in 
a threatening way, evidently con- 
sidering that Kile, who was a 
small man, could not stop him, 
Just in front of the house is Slate creek, 
a shallow stream about ten feet wide, 
and while Hamilton was wading through 
Mrs. Rabbitt fired. The bullet struck 
Hamilton in the fleshy part of the right 
arm, then penetrated the right side and 
came out near the back bone, shattering 
the liver and inflicting a mortal wound. 
The wounded man made one attempt to 
throw the stone, and then fell into the 
water, whence he waB taken to a house 
near by and Dr. Sutton summoned. 
Hamilton died next day after making an 
ante mortem statement, and it is under- 
stood that he admitted to a friend who 
was attending him that he deserved hie 
fate. 

The coroner's jury had no option but 
to find that Hamilton was shot by Mrs. 
Rabbitt, and the lady whs then commit- 
ted by .Messrs. John Clapperton and Dr. 
Sutton, J'b. P., to stand her trial at the 
assizes which begin on October 4.

Tlie City's Representatives oil the 
Hospital Hoard Send iu a 
Statement. 



Alderman Partridge Kills the Pro 
posed Restriction on Peri- 
patetic Sawmills. 



There \vaa one decidedly interesting 
communication read at tlie City Council 
meeting hint night, in the shape of a let- 
ter from the city's representatives on the 
Jubilee hospital board. It read as fol- 
lows : 

Victoria, Sept. 27, 1S97. 
To His Worship the Mayor and Aldermen 
Gentlemen— As your representatives 
on the board of tho Provincial Royal 
Jubilee hospital we deem it necessary, in 
consequence of a letter from Mr. VV. M 
Chudley which appeared in the issue of 
tlie Province of the 25th iriBt., to write, 
aa the letter contains incorrect state 
merits. 

The reason for calling the meet- 
ing on July P.) was not due 
in any way to Mr, Chudley, but was 
on account of certain information which 
had come to Mr, Alex. Wilson's knowl 
edge from sources other than Mr. Chud 
ley. At that meeting an investigating 
committee was appointed and Mr 
Chudley made no objection to its per- 
sonnel, neither did he until August 28 
object to its personnel either verbally or 
by' his solicitor or otherwise. The audit 
was completed on August 2d, and the 
shortage found to exist was $2,360.95. 
On August:!! Messrs. H. M. Yates and 
W, M. Chudley were notified of this ilia 
crepancy by the following eounnunica 
tion, addressed to each of them and sent 
by registered post : 

Victoria, Ii. C, Aug. 21, 1S97. 

Deab Sir, — The auditor having complet 
ed the audit and balancing of the books of 
the Provincial Royal Jubilee Hospital to 
31st May, 181)7, finds that the sum of 
;{(>0.!I5 is the balance of cash that should be 
on hand other than the bank balance. 

The special committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the accounts expect to meet at S 
p.m. next Wednesday at the hospital, and 
hope to receive from you, by then, a state- 
ment showing how this amount has been 
disposed of. Yours faithfully,

This is the communication which Mr 
Chudley refers to a3 a " star chamber 
proceeding." 

On August 25 the committee met and 
examined Mr, EL M. Yates, Mr. Cliud- 
ley not nppearing. The committee re 
ported to the board on August 30 that 
owing to tlie treasurer's refusal to at- 
tend they could carry tho inquiry no 
further. At this meeting Mr. Chudley 
for the first time stated his objection to 
Mr. James S. Vatea as being a member 
of the investigating committee. Mr. J. 
S. Yates then resigned and Messrs. H. 
D. Helmcken and George Byrnes were 
added to the committee. The commit- 
tua made a further report on September 
3, stating that the sum of $2,360.95 was 
due the hospital, of which amount 
$2,254.50 was due by the late secretary, 
and $10(1.45 was duo by the late honorary 
treasurer, making a total of $2, 360. 95 
It will be observed Mr. Chudley 
omits to state the fact of his indebted- 
ness in bis letter to the Province above 
referred to. 

The findings of the committee were 
Bint to both these gentlemen with the 
result that on September 17 the acting 
hon. treasurer received from Mr. II. M. 
Yates the euiii of $2,2^4.50, accompanied 
by the following letter: 

Septemiier If), 1897. 
11. 1>. Helmcken, Esq., Member Investigating 
Committee. 

Pear Sip.,— Herewith I hand you the sum 
of $2,254.50 in payment of the sum found 
clue from me to the Provincial Royal Jubi 
lee Hospital. 

1 beg to state that I make the above pay 
meat because I feel 1 am legally re 
sponsible, not having been able to 
prove satisfactorily that 1 paid the 
money over to tlie Treasurer. 1 make 
this payment reserving my right to 
recover the same from the hospital should 
I be in a position hereafter to substantiate 
my former statements, viz: That 1 have al- 
ready paid as secretary, from time to time, 
the amounts received by me over to the 
hon. treasurer, according to the resolution 
of your board. 

11. M, Yates. 

Mr. II. M. Yates having admitted from 
the first his legal responsibility, in case 
he could not substantiate his statements, 
it was felt that the interests of the hos- 
pital would bo best conserved by the 
course pursued by the board, and subse- 
quent events have justified their opinion. 
AVe. hope that the amount found due by 
the hon. treasurer will be forthcoming 
shortly ami the whole matter settled.

This letter appeared to the Mayor a 
satisfactory explanation from the city's 
representatives, as showing they were 
looking after the interests of the city. 
He thought tho proper course would be 
to receive ami lile the letter. 

A Id. Partridge was surprised at the 
Mayor's remarks and thought the letter 
anything but satisfactory. However, 
as ho understood the hoBpital board were 
to have another meeting he moved, sec- 
onded by Aid. McGregor, that the letter 
be tabled temporarily. 

Aid. MoCanclless moved in amend- 
ment that the letter be filed; but this 
had no seconder and Aid. Partridge's 
motion carried. 

There was a good deal of talk over a 
letter from Street Superintendent Wil- 
son asking that the city pay for the 
buggy he is at present using, and stating 
that by the use of this vehicle he was en- 
abled to do the same amount of work it 
formerly took five foremen to do. 

Aid. McGregor stated that it was a 
scandal that Mr. Wilson had not been 
recompensed for tho buggy and harness 
he lost in tho Point Hllico bridge dis- 
aster. 

Tho Mayor did not think the Bttbject 
of Aid. McGregor's remarks was in or- 
der at present. What Mr. Wilson was 
asking was that tho city pay for his 
present buggy. If it wero paid for it 
ought to belong to the city. 

Aid. Kinsman was for filing the letter, 
Aid. Vigolius seconding this. 

Aid. Partridge remarked that if any 
vehicle was purchased for the street 
superintendent's use, it should bo a 
light spring wagon, ,,',„,■„ i 

After some further talk, Aid. McCand- 



lesa withdrew his motion as he had not 
quite understood the tenor of the letter, 
and the communication was then riled. 

The Natural History Society's Bcheuie 
for importing song birds was sent in 
with a letter from the Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture approving it, and Aid. 
McGregor thereupon moved, seconded by 
Aid. Hall, that $50 be granted towards 
the object. This amount, at the request 
of other aldermen, was cut down to $25, 
and that pasted. 

The City Solicitor wrote enclosing a 
letter from MesBrB. Drake, Jackson & 
Helmcken, asking a delay on behalf of 
Mrs. Baumgart till the council had an 
opportunity of considering a petition 
that was being sent iu by Messrs. Hanna 
and others. 

Five of the property owners interest- 
ed made the following nropoailion : 
If the council would build what will be 
a portion of a permanent sewer, com- 
mencing at tho centre of Quadra street 
and running up Pandora as far as the 
residence of Wm. Denny, some 480 feet, 
the coat of laying the same, as estimated 
by the city engineer, being about 75 
cents per loot, the city having the re- 
quisite pipe for same on hand, the peti- 
titionerB will at their own expense con- 
nect the same to the main on Pandora 
avenue, lying west of Quadra street 
some hundred feet dietant. Then when 
the Quadra street main is laid the city 
will only have to connect this permanent 
branch with it. There being a balance 
on hand of sewer money of somo few 
hundred dollars, the additional money 
required, it was urged, would be trilling. 

Aid. McGregor rose to remark that 
tho city engineer had allowed Mr. Han- 
na to connect with tiie box drains and 
had told him the city could not make 
him disconnect. 

The Mayor—" You arc mistaken in 
your facts." 

Aid. McGregor was proceeding to 
speak further, when the Mayor request- 
ed him to sit down unless ho intended 
to make a motion. 

The alderman declined to sit down, 
and remarked that he had a motion to 
make that the letter be received and 
tiled. 

Aid. Yigelius approved of the plan 
proposed by the petitioners as a settle- 
ment of the whole trouble. 

Aid. Partridge, however, wanted a re- 
port as to cost from the City Engineer. 

Tho Mayor read the cost as given by 
Mr. Wihnott to Mr. Hanna. 

Aid. Partridge objected to this aa un- 
official, and did not see what right the En- 
gineer had to give BUch information to 
Mr. Hanna. 

The Mayor replied he had instructed 
the engineer to give the information 
ami had a right to do eo. 

It was decided to grant 
the petition, Aid. McGregor 
and Partridge being opposed to it, and 
the Mayor, Aid. MeCand ess, Kinsman, 
Hall, Stewart and Vigelius voting for it. 

Aid Partridge in sitting down hoped 
there would be no cooking accounts and 
that the pipea would bo charged to the 
proper account." 

The Mayor — "We are not accustomed 
to cook accounts here Aid. Partridge." 

Aid. McGregor (rising to what he said 
was a question of .privilege remarked to 
I he Mayor) — " You are cooking this par- 
ticular question to suit yourself and the 
city engineer." 

Tho Mayor— " Pleaae take your seat, 
Aid. McGregor. What you call a ques- 
tion of privilege is an insult to the 
Mayor." 

Tho special waterworks committee re- 
ported they had visited the works on 
the 23rd inst., found the reservoir floor 
to be completed and a first-class job. On 
cutting through the floor of the east 
filter bed, the concrete was found to vary 
in thickness from one to five inches, and 
of very poor quality. 

Two holes were cut in the east filter 
bed wall and the concrete found almost 
devoid of cement, having only a thin 
coat of cement on the outside. The wall 
was very poorly constructed, full of 
interstices not having been properly 
tamped, rendering it unfit to hold water. 
The men were found employed placing 
what the engineer terms a puddle wall 
outside of the main dam wall ; but whe- 
ther that will remedy the defect in the 
wall the committee were unable to say. 

The report was tiled after Aid. Mc- 
Gregor had said that the puddled wall 
was far from being what he considered 
a puddled wall ought to be. 

The printing committee's report re- 
commending the calling for tenders for 
printing the voter's list was adopted. 
Tenders to be in by October 4. 

A report from the streets committee 
recommending that a sidewalk be laid on 
Pandora street, Lear Fernwood roau, 
was adopted. 

Aid. Partridge's two resolutions 
wanted to know which properties were 
connected with the sewers and which 
ones did net comply with the by-law 
were carried. 

The tax sales by-law was reconsidered 
and finally passed. 

When the streets by-law amendment 
came up for consideration in committee 
the same discussion arose as hist week 
over the proposal to limit the hours for 
the peripetetic sawmills to cut Are wood 
on the streets between 3 a.m. anil 9 a.m. 

Aid. McGregor after mature consider- 
ation was in favor of only making the 
limitation refer to such principal streets 
iib Fort, 1 (ouglas, Government and Yates 
streets. 

The by law was killed on Aid. Part- 
ridge's motion that the committee rise 
without reporting. 

The by-law to amend the streets by- 
law in relation to verandahs was read a 
first time, and the council then ad- 
journed. 



The "Casco" Returns From the 
Copper Island Coast With 
1,0(51 Skins. 



Seals, Not Havintr to Look for 
Their Food, Are Found 
Scattered. 



After a ten months' sealing cruise 
along the Japan and Copper island 
coasts, tho schooner Casco, Captain Le 
Blanc, dropped anchor in James Bay 
last evening, with a catch of 1,064 skins 
below her decks to show for her 1897 
operations. All but one, a deck-hand 
named Franlund, who is Bull'ering from 
rheumatism, are well on board, and the 
schooner herself returns with hardly a 
damaged sail, although having en- 
countered Eeveral pretty still" gales 
nearing home. One from the nor'west 
struck her six days ago and made things 
hum aboard. The vessel " lay to " with 
double-reefed foresail out, and for a time 
labored somewhat heavily, but never 
shipped a sea. Such an experience a 
sailor enjoys, but when he is obliged to 
stand by a wheel and see another vessel 
of tho same port bowl by him like a bird, 
then his appreciation sinks lower 
than words can describe. This 
was the luck of the Casco 
also and it was likewise the luck of Borne 
of the crew to loose oyetere, "cigars and 
money on' the result of the voyages home. 
It was oil' Sand Point the Carlotta G. 
Eox went by the Casco bo suddenly that 
the mate of tho latter, who was at the 
wheel, declared his anchor was out, and 
felt ho had a sure thing in betting freely 
that the Cox would be found at home 
long before his arrival. The Cox was 
light and in good trim, and seems to 
easily best the Casco at sea, but she lias 
not yet arrived. 

Like the Caaco, the Cox has been 
hunting seal on the Asiatic side, and she 
is bringing home 1,400 skins. The Di- 
rector, Captain Gilbort, also from the 
sauie sealing grounds, was spoken leav- 
ing Atu harbor on her way home with 
1,000 skins. These were the only 
schooners sighted recently by the Casco. 
When first entering the Copper island 
grounds she spoke the Geneva, Captain 
O'Leary, with a catch of something 
like 300 odd for the Japan coast, but up 
to that time nothing for tho waters she 
was in. Capt. U'Leary announced his 
intention of remaining late on the coast 
in order if possible to make amends for 
the poor success previously met with. 
The Pioneer, Capt. Baker, which went 
to Copper islands direct from Victoria, 
had been sealing there a month when 
spoken and had rather poor luck, 
having only secured sixty up till 
that date. The report of the Casco is 
that tho weather on the Asiatic coast 
has been fairly mild during the past 
season, but that seals have been scarce 
and very scattered. One of the Casco' 
crew says that the schooner nearly the 
whole time she was away has been trav 
elling. Seal were not to be seen in the 
immense herds of years gone by, 
and he accounts for this in a 
very reasonable way. He says never 
before has he seen fish so plentiful on 
the Asiatic coast as this season. They 
were seen all along the coaBt, instead of 
in big schools where, in former years, 
were their feeding grounds. Seal, this 
year, he says, have not to luok for ttieir 
focd, and in consequence they were not 
to bo found concentrated in numberB. 
About three-fourths of the CaBco's catch 
were males. It runs about 170 skins to 
the boat, there having been six hunting 
craft, including the stern boat.

DUELING IN EUROPE. 

Ono Thousand a Y<>nr In prance and fi.T.lt/ 
Duels In Ten Vr.'ir.4 In Italy. 

Moio duels aid fought in Germany 
rhiin iu any ether country. Most of 
them, however, are student t duels, 
which culminate in nothing moro seri- 
ous than slashed cheeks or torn senilis. 
Of all German univoimty towns little 
Jena and Gottiugeil arc most devoted 
to the code. In Gotlingen tho number 
of duels averages one a day, year in 
sud year out. On one day several years 
ago 13 duels were fought iu Gottingen 
in 24 hours, In Jena tho record for one 
day in recent times is 21. Fully 4,000 
student duels are fought every year in 
tin; German empiro. In addition to 
these there are the moro serious duels 
between officers and civilians. Among 
iierniaus of mature years tho imuual 
lumber of duels i.s about 100. 

Next to Germany, Franco is most 
jiven to tho dueling habit. She has ev- 
ery year uncounted meetings, "merely 
to satisfy honor" — that is, merely to 
give two men the opportunity to wipe 
out insults by crossing swords or firing 
pistols in such a way as to preclude the 
dightest chance of injury. In the duel 
statistics these meetings aro not reckon- 
ed, as they are far less perilous than 
i veil the Gorman student duels. Of the 
serious duels, Franco can boast fully 
1,000 from New Year's to New Year's. 
The majority of these are among army 
officers. More than half of those result 
in wounds, nearly t)u per cent in seri- 
ous wounds. 

Italy has had :l,~:>\) duels in tho last 
tin years and lias lost 50 citizens by 
death on the held of honor. Some 2,400 
of these meetings were consummated 
wiih sabers, 179 with pistols, U0 with 
rapiers and 1 with revolvers. In '.174 
cases the insult was given in newspaper 
articles or in public letters regarding 
literary quarrels. Moro than 700 princi- 
pals were insulted by word of mouth. 
Political discussions led to 55!), reli- 
gious discussions to 20. Women wero 
the cause of LSI). Quarrels at the gam- 
bling table were responsible for LSD. 

A summary shows that, as regards 
numbers, the sequence of dueling coun- 
tries is: Germany, France, Italy, Aus- 
tria, Russia. As regards doail liners of 
duels Italy comes first. Then come Ger- 
many, Franco, Russia and Austria in 
tin 1 order named. For the most serious 
dui Is the pistol is the favorite weapon 
in all five countries. — New York Sun. 



OBJECTS OF WORSHIP. 



It Is In That Way That Siivnges Usually 
Regard Meteorites. 
Savages, whenever they como across 
meteorites of largo size, are apt to re- 
gard them as objects of worship. Such, 
however, was not tho dignified fate of 
a very remarkable specimen that is now 
in the National museum. This strango 
aerolite i.s four feet in diameter, weigh- 
ing 1,400 pounds approximately, and 
has tho shape of a ring. It was found 
in tho Santa Cntariun mountains, and 
for a long time was used as an anvil by 
Mexicans at Tucson. In this employ- 
ment it was discovered by Dr. Irwin of 
the United States army, who bought it 
for a small sum and gave it to tho 
Smithsonian institution. Doubtless the 
substanco of this meteorite originally 
was largely stony, but the stony parts 
became disintegrated and disappeared 
after it fell, leaving the ring of iron. 
Of 400 meteors that have becu seen ac- 
tually to fall, only about a dozen were 
metallic, the rest being mainly of stony 
material, though containing more or 
loss iron. 

On tho other hand, nearly all of tin' 
meteorites picked up in a casual way 
aro masses of metal. It is probably the 
ease that a great majority of such bod- 
ies are stony, but meteorites of that de- 
scription do not attract notico when ly- 
ing on the ground. All of these facts 
are extremely interesting in view of the 
belief now euter^aineed by science that 
the composition of meteorites throws 
light upon the makeup of the terrestrial 
globe. In fact, according to this the- 
ory, the make up of the earth is much 
like that of the nverago meteorite. Ob- 
viously the moment this assumption is 
made the study of tho structure of me- 
teorites conies to have extraordinary im- 
portance, for man's knowledge of tin 
planet on which ho lives is restricted 
;i!most entirely to the surface of it. The 
bowels of tho earth remain almost un- 
known. — Washington Post.

A By-Law 

To Regulate the Erection and continuance 
of wash-houses, the Washing and drying 
of clothes in the open air, and for com- 
pelling the removal of all structures 
within 40 feet of any street used for the 
purpose of washing and drying clothes 
the open air. 



W IIEREAS u is deemed expedient that 
' ' the regulations hereinafter contained 
shall be made: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts 
as follows:— 

1. No building of any kind shall be used 
for a wash-house or laundry unless ample 
provision is made for the drainage of all 
slops and materials used in washing, to the 
satisfaction of the Medical Health Ollicer 
or Sanitary Inspector for the time being of 
the City, 

2. Preper washing tubs, or other recepta- 
cles for holding water and materials for 
washing clothes, uball be provided by the 
owner or licensee of every public wash-house 
or laundry, and every such 1 1 ib or other re- 
ceptacle skill Ije fitted with waste pipes at 
least two inches in diameter, properly con- 
nected wilh the public sewers or drains to 
the satisfaction of the said Health Officer 
or Sanitary Inspector. 

3. The main waste pipe shall not be less 
than four inches in diameter and shall, if 
inside the bu'lding, be of extra heavy cast 
iron with fittings to correspond; all branch 
waste pipes from washing tubs or other re- 
ceptacles shall not be less than two inches 
in diameter; every such main waste pipe 
shall finish above the main roof of the 
building as a ventilating pipe and shall be 
carried to a height abo\e all surrounding 
openings and windows. All branch waste 
pipes to tubs or other receptacles shall be 
titled with strainers so that no rags of any 
kind can pass through. 

4. Should such main waste pipe be under- 
ground and outside the building, vitrilied 
pipe of the size named may be used, except 
the ventilating pipe which must be 4-inch 
standard east iron. 

5. All waste pipes from tubs or other re- 
ceptacles shall empty over the top of a 
proper vitrilied grease- trap, with at least 12 
inches removal grating on top and with 
sides built up six inches with good brick 
and cement to prevent splash above the top 
of said grease trap, otherwise a properly 
co structed lead grease trap may be used, 
of at least 12 inches diameter, with a 4-inch 
removal screw cap and properly ventilated 
above roof. 

(1. All buildings used as wash-houses or 
'aundries shall be lilted, in addition to the 
aiove-mentioned pines, with proper venti- 
lating pipes or shafts of galvanized iron, 24 
gauge, of the size of at least 12 inches in 
diameter, which shall be carried above the 
main roof. The opening of such pipe or 
shaft shall be at least 10 feet above any 
opening or window in the said building, or 
in any adjoining building within 50 feet 
of such pipe or shaft so that all steam or 
odours may have free access to the 
without causing a nuisance to the ueighl 
hood. 

7. Every tub or other washing receptacle 
shall be furnished with a hood which shall 
he placed over arid be of sufficient size V 
envelop the same, and shall be connected 
with the main pipe or shaft by a pipe of 
sufficient capacity to catch and convey 
away all steam or odours arising from such 
tubs or washing receptacles. 

8. No wooden or other structure or erec- 
tion shall be erected or constructed on th 
outside of any building used as a wash- 
house or laundry, or on any portion of any 
lot or piece of ground used or occupied in 
connection with any wash-hoftse or laundry 
in any part of the Municipality, within 10 
feet of any street or highway, for the pur 
pose of, or that may be used for, the wash- 
ing, drying or airing in the open air of any 
clothes, linens or other materials of a like 
nature. 

9. Every wooden or other structure or 
erection now erected or constructed, or in 
course of erection or construction, on the 
outside of any building, or on any lot or 
piece of ground in any pari of the Munici- 
pality, within Iu feet of any street or high- 
way, for the purpose of, or I hat may be 
used for, the washing, drying or airing in 
the open air of any clothes, linen, or other 
materials of the like nature, shall he forth- 
with pulled down and removed by the own- 
er, lessee or oecu pier, and in the event of 
the owner, lessee or occupier refusing or 
neglecting to pull down and remove such 
wooden or other structure or erection, the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria may 
cause such wooden or other structure or 
erection to be pulled down and removed at 
the expense of the owner, lessee or occupier 
so refusing or neglecting to pulldown the 
same, and may recover the expense thereof, 
with costs, in like manner as municipal 
taxes. 

10. Any person or persons or the servant 
or agent, servants or agents of any person or 
persons, carrying on business of washing in 
any dwelling contrary to the provisions of 
this by-law shall be deemed guilty of an in- 
fraction thereof.

Last year the grasshopper reports scut 
to the University of Nebraska at Lin- 
coln caused apprehension of an inva- 
sion this year, as great quantities of 
eggs had been deposited in the soil over 
a large area of country, and thoso eggs 
are expected to furnish an army of ac- 
tive "locusts, " as they are teehnicully 
named. 

Farmers call them "hoppers," but 
the college entomologist talks knowing- 
ly of "M. Atlantis, " "Packardi" and 
' 'Camnula pcllucida. " 

In Utah they have what they call a 
"ropo cure" for the pest, and every 
man, woman and child takes part in 
the performance. It consists of draw- 
ing ropes, held taut by persons at each 
end, across tho back, over tho fields of 
grain, so that Mr. Grasshopper shall 
not find any room for tho solo of his 
foot, and they keep this seesaw up un- 
til he is starved out. 

No doubt thoaerieulturalcollego will 
find a way to meet another visitation 
wilh sodk! exterminating process, when 
tlio migratory, locust will migrate to a 
rlimo where he will disturb no more, 
•vhither forbears of his ilk havo gone. 



SNAKES OF BOYHOOD, 

SOME EXTINCT REPTILIANS THAT 
HAD MARVELOUS ATTRIBUTES. 



TATTOOING. 



The Terrible Illue Itnccr and tho Thou- 
sand! of Victims ilo Didn't Get— The 
Hoop Snake That All Knew at, but Few 
Kver Saw— Pecullarltlea of Glass Sunken. 

Tho blue racer was an ophidian cal- 
culated to cause the hair of tho small 
boy to stand on end liko tho quills of tho 
fretful porcupine. Nothing could exceed 
the fiendish malignity of this snake, 
whoso powers of locomotion woro in- 
credibly swift and whose appotito for 
boy was forever on edgo. And it was 
only by relieving himself of all impedi- 
menta, such as the bucket containing 
bis small store of berries or his fishing 
tackle and can of bait, that a boy was 
able to avoid capture. It was tho cur- 
rent belief that when tho bluo racer 
came up with his prey ho swiftly in- 
folded tho unlucky wight in his deadly 
coils, crushed tho life out of him and 
then devoured him at his leisure. So far 
as history goes and the mortuary records 
show no boy was ever cut off in tho 
bloom of his youth by a bluo racer, but 
disasters of this kind wero only avoided 
by tho remarkable fleetuess of foot dis- 
played on such occasions. 

His terror gave him supernatural 
strength and added wings to his feet, 
and tho bluo racer was incontinently 
loft in tho shade. Tho bluo racer, ac- 
cording to a cloud of youthful witnesses 
who have testified thereto, was a snako 
ranging from 11 to 10 feet long, tho av- 
erage length being about 15 feet. Its 
aspect was threatening in the extreme, 
aud its eyes gleamed with a baleful aud 
hungry light. As it roared its ugly head 
four or fivo feet abovo tho surface in 
search of the trembling youngsters his 
underside was seen to bo of a bright bluo 
color, and from this fact and his swift 
movements ho received his apt and dis- 
tinguishing name. Blue racers are as 
scarce as hens' teeth now. 

But tlio most deadly, tho most grow- 
some and tho most appalling snako 
known to boyhood was tho fearful 
hoop snake, now happily extinct. 
This scourge of tho forest was the hero 
noiro of tho urchin, who was continual- 
ly in mortal terror of encountering it as 
ho wandered through tho pleasant woods 
or angled iu tho waters of his favorite 
stream. The hoop snako roamed tho 
darksome shades of the forest liko an 
avenging Nemesis, and, liko tho bluo 
racer, was always on the lookout for 
boys. Tho hoop snako differed uniquely 
from all other ophidia. When in mo- 
tion, it was tho habit of this snake to 
insert tho end of its tail in its mouth, 
and, bending its body into a perfect cir- 
cle, it would roll silently and with in- 
cr< dible swiftness through tho woods. 
The tail terminated in a horny spike, 
harder than steel, in which was conceal- 
ed a sting of tho most venomous de- 
script inn, and woe betide tho object 
that came within striking distaueo of 
this fearful weapon. Tho virus in tho 
tail was far more toxic than tho venom 
of tho rattlesnake or tho tooth of tho 
copperhead and was synonymous with 
in .taut death. 

Fortunately nr> boy was ever stung 
by one of these snakes. His caution, his 
prudence and proverbial good luck al- 
ways enabled him to circumvent the 
machinations of tho enemy, but it re- 
quired ceaseless vigilance on his part. 
Indeed, hut few boys ever saw one of 
these reptiles, although wo wero well 
awaro of their existence. But at rare 
intervals some youth favored with ex- 
ceptional eyesight and a vivid imagina- 
tion would get a glimpse of a hoop 
snake rolling its way along a distant 
path. 

Another curious snako that used to 
interest youthful students of herpotol- 
ogy was thfl glass snako. As far as 
its habits wero >.nown, tho glass snako 
seemed to exist for tho solo purpose of 
affording fun for tho boys, who, when 
they encountered one of them, hit it, 
across tho back with a stick, whereup- 
on his snakeship broke into a thousand 
pieces, more or less, according to tho 
mathematical proficiency of tho boy, 
and hi:; brittle anatomy flew in all di- 
rections. Vet this singular proceeding, 
while it interested tho youthful experi- 
m< -iters greatly, never discommoded 
the snake, or only temporarily, fur as 
soon as li ft to itself tho parts all united 
and tho snake was whole as before. 
This invariably happened, but although 
boys havo watched for hours to soe tho 
mysterious process the reptile uovor 
"got together" until they had departed. 
Glass snakes are not nearly so common 
now, nor are they so brittle as they 
used to bo. 

One fact in serpent history, however, 
remains the same in spite of tho dicta of 
scientists, as any boy of today can tell. 
Tho tail of a snako will wigglo after it 
is killed until the sun goes down. There 
isn't a boy in tho whole country but 
knows this to be a rock ribbed fact in 
natural history. Learned men tell us 
that this notion, as they pleaso to call 
it, is a relic of a far distant time when 
our ancestors worshiped the sun, which 
V one lime, was depicted with serpent 
attributes. — Chicago Tribune. 

Tho Telescope of the Future. 
The late Alvan G. Clark, in an ad- 
dress delivered beforo the congress of 
astronomy and astrophysics somo time 
ago, indicated his belief that tho tele- 
scope of tho future will be much more 
powerful than tho present instrument. 
He said, "Tho horizon of scionco has 
been greatly broadened within tho last 
few years, but out on the borderland I 
seo tho glimmer of now lights, which 
wait for their interpretation, and the 
groat telescopes of tho future must be 
their interpreters. "

Crlmlnnls, Surprising to Itclate, Seem la 
Hare a Weakness For It. 

"It is a curious fact, to which crim- 
inologists have not paid much attention, 
that a largo proportion of iustinctivo 
criminals havo tattoo marks put upon 
their persons, " said Dr. George S. Wil- 
liams, physician of tho Missouri peni- 
tentiary. "It is a paradox that this 
fancy should be a part of tho criminal 
Blind, for a tattoo marks tho subject 
tor lifo. It would seorn more natural 
for tho criminal to avoid all such marks 
in order to the better conceal his iden- 
tity from tho sleuths of tlio law. The 
operation of tattooing is quite painful, 
but even this is not a deterrent. Crim- 
inals, by tho way, seem ablo to stand 
moro pain than persons of honest in- 
stincts and habits. Tbe desire to bo tat- 
tooed, however, is tlio strangest and 
most incomprehensible fr^ik of tho 
criminal intellect. It cannot bo account- 
ed for ou any other hypothesis than 
that thcro is an unyielding and invari- 
able compensating law of nature which 
operates in the, interest of orderly con- 
duct und behavior. But for tho tattoo 
marks with which many hardened and 
incorrigible wretches decorate their 
skin many a criminal who is now con- 
fined behind strong prison walls whero 
he can do tho world tho least amount 
of harm would bo at liberty today, 
preying ou society. 

"Tho custom of tattooing is as pop- 
ular among tho feninlo criminals aa 
among tho males, though women rarely 
have tho murk put in as conspicuous 
places as the men. There is an interest- 
ing field of stud}' hern for tho student 
of criminology. Louibroso has morely 
called attention to tho fact of which I 
speak without attempting to explain 
tho causes that lead to it, but he is tho 
only specialist of noto that seems to 
have given the matter any notice. It 
moro frequently happens than otherwise 
that criminals who submit to the tat- 
tooing operation choose a design sug- 
gestive of tho lowd and libidinous, and 
in this is contained tho positive hint of 
a diseased condition of mind which 
probably explains the real cause of tho 
foolish and unbusinesslike etiBtom. Tho 
habit seems to bo so universal among 
iustinctivo criminals that I am inclined 
to believe there must bo some ouo or 
more institutions iu tho country where 
they get tho work done. Few of them 
hero will give tho slightest bint of when 
or where they hud the work done, which 
leads to tho supposition that it is ono of 
the numerous secrets of tho craft. "— 
St. Louis Kcpublic.

CHINESE CONVERTS' PACTIONS. 

Conflicts Between Those of Two Denomina- 
tions Cause the Authorities 
Trouble. 

Shanghai, Sept. 27.— The conflicts 
occurring between Protestant and 
Catholic converts at Aiahow, province of 
Chokiang, are serious. The British gun- 
boat Pigmy, with consul Playfair aboard, 
has started to quell the disturbances. 
The authorities blame the American and 
English missionaries for the trouble.

To Tin-: Editor : — I believe that Bomo 
time ago Mr. Bostock by letter asked the 
opinion of the leading Liberals through- 
out the province as to calling a conven- 
tion of the associations to consider pro- 
vincial politics. I understand that the 
answers thereto, or a majority thereof, 
were in the negative. A short time after 
this it waB announced in the Province 
that Mr. BoBtocK had no intention of 
leaving Dominion politico. Taking the 
two together one would infer that those 
who were pushing Bostockfor provincial 
leader were disappointed at the results 
of their first attempt. 

Another announcement in the way of 
an advertisement and circular, bearing 
no name or authority, calls a meeting or 
convention to be held in 2s T e\v West- 
minster, and that Liberal associations 
should send delegates. As far as can be 
learned only a -few associations have an- 
nounced their intention of complying 
with this request. But now a third let- 
ter or invitation appears on the scene 
from William Templeman, in which he 
makes several statements which are in- 
correct. The following is the circular . 
" Victoiua, Sept. 23rd, 1897. 

" Dear Sin,— The Liberal associations 
of the province having agreed that a con- 
vention of the party is desirable, that 
said convention shall be held at New 
Westminster during exhibition week, 
and having requested the undersigned 
to prepare and send out the notice con- 
vening said convention, said notice is 
enclosed herewith. As it is desirable 
that the firet provincial convention in 
British Columbia should bo fully repre- 
sentative, you are respectfully requested 
to attend and take part in the proceed- 
ings. 

" Yours very truly, 
(Signed) " Wm. Templeman." 
The first misstatement in the above 
circular is " that the Liberalaseociations 
of the province have agreed that a con- 
vention of the party is desirable." I 
may Bay the inaccuracy of this can 
be verified, and that some as- 
sociations have not yet even 
met to decide whether such 
convention is desirable. Second— 
" That such convention Bhsll be held in 
New Westminster during Exhibition 
week" is incorrect, froni the fact that 
several of these associations have not 
given their consent to any such proposi- 
tion. Third — " And having requested 
the undersigned (Wm. Templeman) to 
prepare and send out the notice conven- 
ing said convention " iB also untrue, aB 
some of these associations have not even 
held meetings to approve of a conven- 
tion, let alone requesting the said Wm. 
Templeman to solicit by the above cir- 
cular the calling of them together, The 
question therefore arises, is not Wm. 
Templeman a self-appointed convener? 
It looks very much like it ! Fourth— 
The last sentence of the circular Bent, as 
pointed out, at Mr. Templeman 'a own 
pleasure and behest, contains an invita- 
tion to the recipient (aB he wants the 
convention to be fully representative) to 
be present and take part in the proceed- 
ings. The first circular invites only rep- 
resentatives or delegates from the Lib- 
eral associations, but the later one, eent 
out by Mr.Templemanand printed above, 
requests individuals to attend or m other 
wordB Mr. Templeman has " carte 
blanche," no doubt given by himself to 
invite whom he may desire. This ie, of 
course, a very modest (?) position to 
take, but if he thinks to carry at the 
convention any point, personal or other- 
wise, for which he and a few of his 
friends are struggling hard, by sending 
such circular printed over his name, 
but with the supposed authority of the 
associations, to those who think with 
him no doubt, he will be very much mis- 
taken though as such sender he evi- 
dently intends that all those invited 
shall be entirely in harmony with his 
views and aspirations, hence the so- 
called Liberal convention will resolve 



itself into a mutual admiration society, 
The Srat statement of his circular that 
he is called upon by the Liberal asso- 
ciations to send out such circular being 
incorrect, we can only conclude he is a 
self-appointed committee of one to mis- 
lead the Liberals into attending a con- 
vention called for his own purposes. It 
may bo claimed that a circular 
if endorsed by the various associa- 
tions would bo permissible, but such 
is not the case, and furthermore it has 
been sent to private individuals in dis- 
tricts where properly constituted asso- 
ciations exist; therefore it muBt surely 
be considered " ultra vires" and be- 
come a personal invitation pure and 
Bimple of Wm. Templeman to thoBe 
whom " he delighteth to honor." 

It is very evident from the above facta 
that the conduct of Wm. Terapletnun 
and his friends will be the means of 
dividing the Liberals in this province 
and causing a split in our ranks which 
may take many years to repair.

To the Editor :— I notice in to-day's 
issue of the Province newspaper a letter 
purporting to be signed by one Wm. M. 
Chudley, relating to the accounts of the 
Provincial Royal Jubilee hospital, and 
professing to lay certain facts in connec- 
tion therewith before the editor of that 
newspaper. In that letter this Wm. M 
Chudley makes numerous alienations, 
and in so far as they refer to me, 
whether as acting secretary or as a mem- 
ber of the board of directors, I propose 
with your permission to answer them. 

First let me say the letter is full of 
misstatements (to use no stronger ex- 
pression). It ia certainly curious that a 
person who professes to be " thoronghly 
conversant with all the workings and 
history" of the hospital would make 
such a mistake as to call a mere sugges- 
tion of the president in his annual re- 
port a resolution, and treat it as if it 
were in anywise binding or him or any- 
one else. The suggestion referred to is 
to be found on page 12 of the annual 
report for 1896, and ia in' these words: 
"I would advise that in future the 
duties of this officer (referring to the 
honorary treasurer) be limited to de- 
positing all moneys in the bank and 
countersigning cheques, and all ac- 
counts and books be hereafter kept by 
the secretary as part of his duty." 

I need scarcely say that such a sugges- 
tion binds no one, and I am of opinion 
that no one would shirk the perfomiauce 
of hia duties under such a pretext, un- 
less he hud some other reason for so do- 
ing. This after all is a small matter, 
and I only refer to it because it was in- 
correctly referred to in the above letter. 

Hut to proceed, this William 11. Chud- 
ley ttoes on to state that he has hitherto 
produced the balance sheets and auditors 
certificates at the annual meeting, " but 
this year the acting secretary, Mr, J. S. 
Yates, in the absence of the secretary 
without consulting me on any point, pro- 
duced a balance sheet to the directors on 
the 28th of June, and aleo the same 
locument at the public meeting on the 
I'Jlh of June." 

Now, sir, the following are the facts of 
the case: At a board meeting on the 7th 
of June, 181)7, Messrs. Wilson, Elelmeken, 
Byrnes, Chudley and Yatea (myself) 
were appointed a committee to draft the 
annual report of the directors owing to 
the absence of tho president. The com- 
mittee met and, after reviewing the 
work of the past year, decided on the 
subjects which should be dealt with in 
the report, and I waB instructed to pre- 
pare a rough draft for the committee's 
approval. This I did. Some time after 
this meeting I met the honorary secre- 
tary and asked him if he had hia annual 
accountB ready. Ho replied that he had 
not and that he did not intend to make 
them up, and further that his duties 
were defined by the president in his last 
annual report, and it was now my 
hrother'a duty to prepare the annual 
accountB. AtthiB time I should men- 
tion that my brother was in the upper 
country, where he had gone by direction 
of his medical advjser for a couple of 
months' stay. It therefore was left to 
me to prepare such statement aa was 
piSBible in the short time at my dia- 
prmal. I applied to the honorary treas- 
urer for any papers and documents that 
might assist me in the work. He de- 
nied having any, although I afterwardB 
ascertained that lie had aomewhichwould 
materially have shortened some of my 
labors. However, with the assistance of 
Mr. Dudgeon I prepared a statement 
from the authorized books of the hos- 



pital. That statement I have at present 
111 ray possession. That statement was 
submitted by me to the committee. 
This Wm, M. Chudley waB present on 
the committee when I submitted it. He 
compared that statement with other 
documents in his poaseBBion. He put 
certain pencil memoranda on that state- 
ment and they are still there. He con- 
sented to its going before the board of 
directors and was at the meeting of the 
board which authorized it being laid be> 
fore the annual meeting of subscribers. 
It is, therefore, simply false to Bay it 
was prepared by me " without consult- 
ing him on any point." He had the op- 
portunity to prepare it all by himself 
and would not, It was hia duty, as a 
nieinber of the committee, to assiBt in 
its preparation and correction, and 
when it was adopted by the committee, 
it actually became as much his work as 
mine. 

If he objects to this balance sheet on 
the ground that it is not properly form 
ed or does not contain sufficient inform- 
ation I can only say it waa modelled 
after all the former balance sheets of the 
hospital ( which lie admits were prepared 
by him ), and it contains the same kind 
of information. If he objects to it on 
the ground that it is not correct as to 
figures, I say that the figures were taken 
from the hospital books which were kept 
by himself and my brother, and that if 
there wero inaccuracies in those bookB 
that is their fault and not mine. So 
much for the balance sheet and its pre 
paration. 

In the next place, this Wm. M. Chud 
ley takes the credit of being the in 
Btigator of the meetine of the directors 
held on July 19th, 1897, at which he 
says ttie facta were laid before them by 
himself. This is Bimply not true. 

Now, as to my being on the committee 
of investigation, the following are the 
facts, and I think my co-directors will 
corroborate me aB to them. 

The president, Mr. Wilson,- was the 
one who first suggested my name on the 
committee. At first I demurred, but as 
the president's request waB supported by 
the other memberB of the board present 
I deemed it to be the unanimous wish of 
the board that I Bhould act on the com 
mittee, and so consented. This Wm. M. 
Chudley was present at that meetine, 
but not one word of dissent was uttered 
by him, nor was the slightest objection 
to my acting on the committee then 
raised by him. 

It was only in obedience to what I be 
lieved to be the unanimous request of 
the board that I consented to fill, not 
only a delicate but a most painful posi- 
tion. As to the manner in which I act- 
ed while on that committee I Bay noth- 
ing. Suffice it to say, I only had one ob- 
ject in view throughout, viz., the ascer- 
tainment of the truth. 

In regard to mj* resignation from the 
committee I may state it arose in this 
manner : When our accountant had got 
a correct atatement of ad'aira the com 
mittee notified my brother and thia 
same Wm. M. Chudley to attend before 
them to explain the facts as found by 
the accountant. My brother alone ap- 
peared and was examined. The com- 
mittee thereafter adjourned till next 
day to give another opportunity to Chud 
ley to appear before them. It was at 
that meeting that I first learned that I 
waa objected to, and Chudley refused to 
attend so long as I was on the commit- 
tee. This fact we at once reported to 
the board and I immediately ten- 
dered my resignation, as my con- 
tinued presence on the committee 
would only tend to delay the object of 
the board, which was the ascertainment 
of the true state of affairs, My resigna< 
tion was accepted and Messrs. Helmcken 
and Byrnes appointed in my place. I 
think I have answered the above men 
tioned letter in bo far aa it refers to my 
self either as acting secretary or commit 
tecman. I will only add that if the same 
circumstances arose to-morrow I Bhould 
pursue exactly the same course over 
again. 

Now a few words as to this William 
M. Chudley. To judge from his letter, 
one would imagine that he had been ac- 
quitted of all liability by the board. 
This is not so. In the language used by 
him (but not by the committee) about 
my brother, he also has been " declared 
a defaulter," and he has not yet made 
good the moneys found due by him. He 
claima to have been opposed to delays 
and to keeping things dark. If so, win- 
did he delay the committee's actions? 1 
should think, if lie is an honest man, he 
would have been only too glad of the 
first opportunity to lay all information 
and facilitate the inquiries of the com- 
mittee as much aa possible. Why should 
he refuse (as he did) to deliver to tlie 
committee the papers in his possession 
belonging to the hospital unless he got a 
receipt " (or a bundle of papers wrapped 
up in a paper and tied with a string," 
and why did he refuse to take a detailed 
receipt for them when it was oll'ered? If 
he aad nothing to hide, what hail he to 
fear from a cross-examination by the 
"brother of the accused," as he terms 
me? Wby did he refuse to give any evi- 
dence to the investigating committee in 
the presence of my brother? All through 
thia matter his conduct hits been in 
marked contrast to that of my brother, 
who appeared before the committee 
when called, and who, at the request of 
the committee, waived bis right (which 
waa admitted by them) to bo present at 
tine man's examination, simply to facil- 
itate the work of the committee. 

If he is so thoroughly conversant with 
all the workings of the hospital aa he 
would have us believe, he will perhaps 
bo able to explain why it is that deposits 
made by him into the bank do not agree 
with tlie eutns received and receipted for 
by him. If he is thoroughly conversant 
with the " biBtory " of the hospital, let
